FIVE-YEAR survival rates of pa- 
tients with squamous cell carci- 
noma of the floor of the mouth 
are approximately 46 per cent, 
regardless of treatment. Treat- 
ment of 102 patients from 1945 
through 1954 at the Mayo Clin- 
ic, Rochester included excision 
or electrocoagulation plus _ra- 
dium, radon, or external irradi- 
| ation either as combined or com- 
posite operations. Radical re- 
{ moval of primary lesions with 
observation of cervical regions 
may be as effective as composite 
or prophylactic dissection of the 
neck. Only 9 per cent of cervical 
nodes contained metastatic le- 
sions after prophylactic dissec- 
tion, whereas 35 per cent of the 
nodes considered metastatic 
were found to be uninvolved.

Swallowing Disorders 
in Multiple Sclerosis 
Study Undertaken Observation 


A recent study indicates that mecha- 
nisms involved in deglutition may be 
seriously disturbed in patients with 
multiple sclerosis. 

Two groups of patients were stud- 
ied: (1) a group of 16 was chosen 
because of a history of swallowing 
difficulty; (2) a group of 13 was 
chosen at random from among pa- 
tients with multiple sclerosis who had 
no esophageal symptoms. Observa- 
tions of esophageal motility showed 
that 15 of 26 patients so studied 
showed abnormal motor patterns; 5 
of the 13 patients with no clinical his- 
tory of swallowing disorders showed 
abnormalities similar to those found 
in most of the patients who com- 
plained of difficulty in swallowing. 


The abnormalities were poor relax- 
ation of the pharyngo-esophageal or 
gastroesophageal sphincter, incoordi- 
nation of the swallowing complexes, 
diffuse esophageal spasm, and failure 
of contraction-wave progression. The 
clinical counterparts of these disor- 
ders included difficulty in forcing food 
from the posterior pharynx into the 
esophagus, a feeling of constriction as 
the bolus was swallowed, choking over 
swallowed food, and sticking of the 
food in its downward passage. Some 
patients, however, had none of these 
symptoms at the time of study.
